ST. JOHN, N. B.,. Aug. 15,—The 
Prince of Wales at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing set foot on Canadian soil for the 
first ‘time. The weather was in- 
auspicious, rain commencing as his ship, 
the Dragon, put into St. John, but the 
welcome of the people of Canada was, 
tremendous and cordial. 

Thé wélcome started well. out among 
the great elevators and buge derricks 
of the broad harbor. High against the 
sky the elevators carried giant signs 
of welcome. Motor boats came out like 


a swarm of dancing butterflies, 
twinkling with flags and packed with 
people, and they saw the Dragon and 
Dauntless all the way to the mooring 
points. They made an army of boats 


behind him, when under the crash of 


the salute and amid skirl of sirens his 
barge steamed to shore. 

Again, as at Newfoundland, the people 
clung to every available foothold, and 
stood in Ynasses against the sky on the 
great buildings. And.on the quay there 
was so dense a.crowd that soldiers had 
to join forces with the police to press 
back the cheering multitude. 

The scene on the quay was beautiful 
and stirring. With the soldiers of the 
guard had .been gathered a mass of 
school children in white, carrying flags. 
As the Prince stepped.forth. these chil- 
dren let loose their cheering with a will. 
The big stand in which they stood be- 
came a fluttering mass of flags, and 
from this fire of color the cheering 
spread until all the town seemed to be 
swelling the shouting. It was raining, 
but ‘no rain could dampen their en- 
thusiasm, and when the Prince had in- 
spected the guard he stood before them 
and they sang ‘‘ God Bless the Prince 
of Wales,’’ following it with the Cana- 
dian anthem and ‘*‘ God Save the King."’ 

While they were singing beautiful girls 
dressed in white and bearing shields 

representing, each of the Provines .of 
Canada came forward and courtsied to 
the Prince, and as- they. fell back took 
up.a position in an attractive group... It 
was a delightful picture, delightfully 
carried out,. and there was no doubt 
about the Prince's pleasure. Then as the 
Prince drove off-the children let: loose 
their enthusiasm again, and went on 
with it long after he was out of sight. 

The Prince went by.car through King 
Street, a broad and noble avenue which 
sweeps up. hill from the hart into 
the heart of the town. It was bright 
with colors and greeted the Prince at 
the outset with the words “‘ St. John is 
pftoud of you.’’ With the Prince was 
Sir Robert Borden, Premier of C 
and beside him the Prince looked slight 
and young. 

The Prince’s progress through : St. 
John was a great one. He drove th 
the principal streets to ‘the arméries, 
where he inspected the veterans gath- 
ered together. to:meet him on his arri- 
val, and presented colors to gthe 26th 
Overseas Battalion.’ After’ a drive’;to 
see- the: reversible falls of St...Johns 
he visited the new military hospital, 
where he unveiled a tablet inscribed 
with the names of the New Brunswick 
battalions which ‘fought in the war.

HEARINGS AT THE CAPITOL 


Amendments to Food Control 
Act Supported and Fought Be- 
fore Congress Committees.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—The Depart- 
ment, of Justice today notified its Dis- 
trict Attorneys in Ohio to co-operate at 
once with local officials in that State 
and take steps for the seizure and dis- 
tribution of great quantities of food- 
stuffs which, .according to a telegram 
received here from Governor Cox of 
Ohio, have been found in cold storage 
warehouses. 

Governor Cox sent.a detailed state- 
ment: of the’ foodstuffs, which, he as- 
serted, should be taken over for the 
benefit of the people, and gave the 
mames of concerns alleged uto be guilty 
of: hoarding them. Federal officiais 
here refused to. make public the text of 
beher telegram from Governor “Cox, but 
intimated that if the facts squared with 
therdate ‘which Mr..Cox furnished, the 
foodstuffs seized would total the largest 
amount so far libelled. 

It is*understood that all of the food; 
which is said to include a great variety 
of meats and vegetables, is in good 
condition. The quantity is asserted to 
be large enough to make a decided effect 
on the present. market prices,’ if it is 
distributed by the Government at what 
is determined upon as a fair price. 

Attorney General Palmer’s telegram of 
instructions to his District Attorneys 
ordered them to get into touch with the 
local State officials, obtain full particu- 
lars concerning the statements made in 
the Cox telegram, and take steps ‘imme- 
diately under the anti-hoarding section 
of the food control law to put the food 
into circulation. 

Instructions were issued also today to 
all agents of the Federal Government 
engaged in the hunt for hoarded food to 
speed up their work so that the results 
of their endeavors would be felt at the 
earliest moment. All reports which are 
being received from various parts of 
the nation from State and municipal 
authorities are being checked, and direct 
orders have been issued to start pro- 
ceedings. at once where court action. is 
justified. The Attorney Geneéral’s de- 
partment is also taking in the milk situ- 
ation, and has promised ‘to extend aid, 
so far as practicable, to the local offi- 
clals in New York State and other com- 
munities. The plea for help made by 
Governor Smith of New York has been 
referred to Judge C. F. Ames, who is 
assisting Mr. Palmer in law enforcement 
features of the campaign against high 
living costs.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—In reply to 
a@ communication from the Senate ask- 
ing for information concerning the coal 
situation, Walker D. Hines, Director 
General of Railroads, sent a letter to- 
day to Vice President Marshall in which 


-he stated that legislation to meet the 


demands for the transportation of coal 
were not necessary, but that in his 
opinion ‘‘ it is worthy of serious con- 
sideration whether Congressional action 
can be taken to protect the public from 
excessive coal prices.’’ 

‘Mr. Hines said. frankly ‘that-he be- 
lieved falling off in production was due, 
not to car shortage, but to the fact that 
unwarranted prices were being quoted 
to consumers. He expressed the fear 
that propaganda concerning a short- 
age, unless drastic steps were taken; 
might be @xaggerated to ‘serve as a 
pretext for heavy increases in coal 
prices.’’ 

Denial_that great numbers of cars are 
being withheld from service because of 
inability on the part of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration to arrange the financial 
details for their assignment, was made 
by Mr. Hines.

Hedley’s Statement.

PITTSBURGH FORCED TO WALK 


Second Strike in Four Months Ties 
Up Street Car Traffic. 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 15.—For the s¢6- 
ond time in less than four months Pitts- 
burgh found itself in the grip of a street 
car strike today. Trolley traffic ceased 
at midnight last night, when a Strike of 
3,000 motormeén and conductors of the 
Pittsburgh Railways Company went into 
effect. The carmen declare they will re- 
main 141é until.the receivers of thé ¢ém- 
pany yield to their demands for a 
twelve-cent-an-houf nerease in wages, 
while the recelvers assert that they will 
abide by thé recent decision of the War 
Labor Board grantifig the men an in- 
creasé of slightly more than 5 cents an 
hour. 

The city met the situation as best it 
could, and While hundreds of downtown 
workers who reside in outlying suburbs 
failed to reach their places of business 
thousands of others took advantate of 
shuttle trains and automobile bus lines 
which came to life ovefnight.

STRIKERS RIOT AT BUTLER. 


Pennsylvania State Police Are Called 
In to Restore Order. 


BUTLER, Penn., Aug: 15.—A_ troop 
of State Police arrived here this after- 
noon and was placed on guard atthe 
plant of thé Standard Steel Car Com- 
pany; which was the scene of rioting 
early today between several thousand 
striking shopmen and 500 non-uhion 
workers. 

The strikers attacked the non-union 
men with clubs as they were about to 
enter the plant. A dozen persons were 


injured and the situation soon got be- 
yond control of the local police and 
deputies who Were on guard at the plant 
where the strike has. been in. progress 
ten days, and the constabulary was 
summoned to prevent further trouble. 

Upon the arrival of the State Police, 
the strikers withdrew from the zone 
surrounding the plant, but feeling was 
Said to be funning high.

UNDERWOODFAVORS TREATY 


Senator Wants League of Nations 
Covenant Ratified Without Change. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. .15.— 
“The League of Nations Treaty should 
be ratified at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. That and all gther important 
steps toward the return to normal condi- 
tions should be taken as speedily as 
possible,’’ said United States Senator 
Qscar W. Underwood of Alabama at the 
Hotel Traymore today. 
‘‘I am in fayor of the ratification of 
the treaty without ee of dny kind. 
I do not share-in the fears expressed 
by some that by adopting the treaty 
this country will get into complications 
which will be injurious. The ratifica- 
tion of the treaty is the first step which 
should be taken in order to get on 
a.busihess basis. It is necessary that 
the people know the basis upon which 
they are to continue to conduct busi- 
ness. So long as there is uncertainty 
and doubt there will be a feeling of 
heSitancy and fear, which will retard 
progress and check business. I believe 
the sentiment of the American people 
as a whole is strongly in favor of the 
adoption of the treaty and it is high 
time that we had action in the matter. 
“With reference to the high cost of 
living, I believe that Attorney General 
Palmer is following. the right course in 
the matter, and I think he and his as- 
sociates should be eee full support.

Prhe question is often asked ae 
when Japan will return Kiao-Chau to 
China. I would point out in reply that 
for the restitution of Kiao-chau, detailed 
arrangements should be worked out be- 
forehand in’ common accord between the 
Japanese and Chinese Governments, and 
that the length of time required for such 
arrangements depends largely upon the 
attitude of China.

The commission of four allied Generals 
at Budapest, the Supreme Council's 
answer was said to have stated, will de- 
liver the Peace Conference’s instructions 
to Rumanian civil;’ commissary, and 
military commands at Budapest and 
these Rumanian commands will be 
charged with the execution of these di- 
rections. 

An agreement concerning the disposi- 
tion of all the material taken in Hun- 
gary by the Rumanians, according to 
the newspaper, will be reached by the 
Rumanian Government and the Allies. 

The Rumanian communication which 
the council has been considering said 
that’ the army arrived in Budapest be- 
fore the Bucharest Government had re- 
ceived the note from the Supreme Coun- 
cil, asking that troops be not allowed 
to enter the Hungarian capital. 

The Rumanian Government added that 
it still regarded itself as an ally of the 
Entente and as a member of.the Peace 
Conference. 

It was contended by the Rumanian 
Government that the Rumanians in 
their confiscations in Hungary were 
merely getting back their own property. 
It was insisted also that the armistice 
of November, 1918, no longer existed. 

M. Pachitch of the Jugoslav peace dele- 
gation, according to the newspapers, 
told Frank Polk, head of the American 
delegation, that the Jugoslav Govern- 
ment and people were firmly opposed 
to the restoration of the Hapsburgs in 
Hungary. Mr. Polk is said to have 
answered that the American delegation 
was of the same opinion.

PARIS, Aug. 14.—The latest factor in 
the development of the Rumanian-Hun- 
garian situation is the arrival here of 
the Rumanian reply to the Allies’ re- 
monstrance against the occupation of 

Budapest. 

Enough is known of rts contents to 
enable one to describe it as showing a 
realization, without a direct admission, 
on the part of Rumania that she has 
gone too far in defying the Supreme 
Council. Even France, which has been 
defending, Rumania against American 
condemnation, admits that she has gone 
too far. ~But, on the other hand, ‘some 
things which Rumania has done in de- 
fiance of the council will have to stand 
temporarily, as they cannot be undone 
summarily without running a grave 
risk of making the Hungarian situation 
worse than it is now. ‘This, however, 
does not mean that America now con- 
dones the Rumanian occupation of Buda- 
pest. It is not at all certain that Hun- 
gary would not have been better off 
today if Rumania had kept her hands 
off and given the Piedill Government a 
chance to establish itself. At any rate, 
no Entente power is satisfied with 
having Archduke Joseph in control. 

What is now expected is that the 
Rumanians will get an ex post facto 
approval from Paris of their being in 
Budapest, but will be told that they 
must act there as allied representatives, 
and do everything possible to enable the 
Hungarians themselves to establish a 
government stable enough for the Allies 
to deal with. But at the same time 
Rumanians must understand that they 
are not to make use of their temporary 
presence ih Budapest for purposes of 
revenge, that they must, cease removing 
Hungarian cattle and food supplies, and 
that the terms in force are those laid 
down by the Allies in the armistice, and 
not those contained in Rumania’s ulti- 
matum of a week ago. 


SAYS HE IS STILL KING. 


Charles So Writes Archduke Joseph, 
Reports to Berlin Say.. 


BERLIN, Aug. 16, (Associated Press.)—

It 
is curious that BerNstTorrr, whom we 
have.little thought of as a man likely 
to take a courageous position agairist 
the German Government, is cited. in 
BETHMANN’S letter as a man support- 
ing his position.

The submarine 
war on the world was ordered in spite 
of what must have been the Kaiser’s 
reluctance. BETHMANN saw what was 
coming, and knew that the German 
Army could not stand up against the 
soldiers. that America would pour into 
the field. He seems to have been the 
only responsible man in Germany who 
got the idea. If ever there is a day of 
reckoning in Germany, BETHMANN 
Ho.ttwec—and, little as any American 
would: like to say it, BrrNnsrorrr— 
should. receive. whatever medal may 
be allotted to prophets.

THE THREATENED STRIKE. 


ough says officially that it has ox 
strike set for Sunday morning, and 
‘* we must seek relief of the public.’’ 
A better way of appealing to public 
sympathy- might be found, for recol- 
lection is fresh: of the strike which 
put’ the Brotherhood in control of the 
Interborough’s labor affairs. The 
strike of 1916 was managed by the 
Amalgamated, and its management, 
Was such as deserve what the 
Brotherhood says of, it: They bom- 
barded the cars with all sorts of hand 
missiles, regardless ‘of the passengers.

‘Therefore there is war be- 
tween: two unions, and the Brother- 
hood promises to ‘‘ give these rowdies 
all the action they are looking for.’’ 
Also, there is a taint of I. W. W. in- 
tervention which bodes no good to 
anybody. » 

The Merchants’ Association guthor- 
izes the statement that it will make 
independent observations to see that 
Manhattan is not abandoned to dis- 
order through the strike, as many 
think Brooklyn was. The greater se- 
riousness. of & Manhattan strike ap- 
pears fr the fact that,’ as calcu- 
lated by the Public Service Commis- 
sion, the striké of 1916 inconvenienced 
100,000,000 riders, and caused the 
companies the, loss of $5,000,000 in 
fares. The men lost more wages than 
any increase could be worth to them. 
Yet now the Brotherhogd is promising 
to outdo the Amalgamated in violence 
of procedure, although it testifies that 
the Brotherhood has always been re- 
ceived in negotjation by the Interbor- 
ough and has won from. the company 
for the Brotherhood’s members more 
than the Amalgamated’ won in Brook- 
lyn..

While we are on the subject of profiteering 
it might. be well to point out the methods 
of the poor, down-trodden farmer along 
these lines.

-Black- 
berries grow -wild on the farm I -have in 
mind. They cost the farmer nothing to 
plant, he pays nothing for their upkeep, and 
the gathering he does himself, or possibly 
this act is performed by his. children. He 
brings these berries to a small village and 
asks 30 cents a quart for them. 

Maple trees that yield sugar do not have 
to be planted; that is, they are not like any 
regular crop, put in the ground each year.

Local quotations on dairy products 
showed a slight drop in the best cream- 
ery butter, with the other grades un- 
changed. The best cheese was off 1% 
cents a pound here, but the under- 
grades were reported steady. Fancy 
nearby * dropped 2 cents a dozen to 
a.point only 3 cents a dozen higher than 
the corfeepeiitiing 1918 price, this margin 
being the smallest in many months. The 
same was true of the best Western eggs, 
which dropped 1 cent a dozen but still 
showed an excess of uf cents over last

Vegetable -prices in the list ‘showed 
less fluctuation than for a long time.
